_ Educating Michigan’s Children. 

Are Michigan’s public achools in 
danger of being closed or run on 
half-day sessions? Will thousands 
of children in this state be de- 
prived of the privilege of attend. 
ing school, as is now actually the 
case in Alabama, Tennesree, and 
various other states? 

To provide facts rather than 
guesses with which to answer 
these questions, the Michigan Edu- 
cation Association has completed 
two months of study and research, 
the findings of which are publish- 
ed in a bulletin entitled “Educat- 
ing Miehtgan’s Children.”
